The closing exercises in connection with 
the various departments of tho lliyli and 
Central schools were hold at ton o'clock 
yesterday morning in front of the Central 
school building, the addrosses, distribution 
of prizes, etc., taking [dace from tho stops. 
At ten the classes wore marshalled under 
tho large shod and the gathering of six or 
seven hundred pupils was a pleasant sight 
to look upon. There was a very numer- 
ous attendance of visitors, several hundred 
being present, among them the Hon. 
John Robaon, minister of education; Supt. 
Pope, inspector Wilson, Mayor Grant, 
Ven. Archdeacon Scrivou, Kov. P. Me- 
Leod, Rev. Dr. Reid, Rev. I). Fraaer, 
Rev. D. McRiio, Rev. A. Bcau- 
lamls. Rev. Mr. Ltugg, Kcv. Mr. 
Parker, Trustees HoiBterman and 
Wolfonden, Surveyor-General Core, tho 
teachers of tho ward schools, and repre- 
sentatives from ulinosl every family 
patronizing tho schools, 

The weather was unpropitious for an 
outdoor gathering, and dui ing the exor- 
cises umbrellas wore brought into requi- 
sition by speakers and audience, and the 
affair was considerably shortened as a 
consequence. 

The standing of pupils and promotions 
were read by the teachers .of each division. 
Hon. John Rolmon distributed the prizes 
to the senior classes, the Yen. Archdeacon 
Scriven to the girls' school, and Rev. Mr. 
McLeod to the boys' school. 

The Governor-General's medal, pre- 
sented for competition between the boys' 
department was won by Charles R. 
Carlyon. 

A. Baker was awarded a prize for pass- 
ing tirst into the Senior division. 

Trustee Dennis R, Harris presented u 
silver modal for mental arithmetic, which 
was won by Charles R. Carlyon, who 
received the highest number of marks 
obtainable. 

C. N. Wihsby received the prize awarded 
by Rev. Dr. Reid for writing. 

Walter Gibbs, tho young man who 
stood at tho head of the H igh School at 
the Christmas examination, again occupied 
that enviable position. 

Supt. Pope read tho record of recent 
examinations held, and highly compli- 
mented Master Gibbs for a second time 
standing at the head of tho senior division 
of the High School. Mr. Popo road a 
communication from the secretary of His 
Excellency the Governor-General, stating 
that his application for annual medals 
was under consideration, and that the 
medals would doubtless be forwarded 
at an early date. The Superintendent 
said he was in daily expectation of 
recoiving the same. Having declared 
Muster Raker head of the high school, 
tho prize offered by tho Hon. Mr. Rob- 
|pn for competition, consisting of the 
nucclus of a library, was presented to 
him by that hon, gentleman. To those 
v.-..'io had been unsuccessful in their appli- 
cation for promotion he would say that 
they had but themselves to blame. Their 
teachers had been faithful and if they had 
exercised tho necessary diligence, they 
would have undoubtedly secured, what, 
they sought. 

The Hon. Mr. Robson, at the request 
of tho superintendent of education, then 
proceeded to address the assembled pu- 
pils. He said they had, so to speak, 
reached another mile-stone in their schol- 
astic career ; and it was exceedingly 
gratifying to him to have such a good re- 
port of the work done and the progress 
made in all the city schools as had been 
presented by the superintendent. Yes- 
terday he had been present at the exam- 
ination of the four ward schools ; and he 
Could only describe the progress made 
there as wonderful. In the central 
and high schools tho record for the 
past term was also highly credit- 
able to all concerned. Tho Governor- 
Qoneral'a prizes had been carried off by 
the boys this year; but the girls should 
not be discouraged on that account. They 
hud made a splendid "second" in the race; 
and they ought to remember that, having 
carried oil' that coveted prize for several 
successive years, it was only fair that the 
boys should havo their turn. But defeat 
this yoar should only nerve them to 
greater effort next. He referred to the 
great importance of making the most of 
the educational advantages they now en- 
joyed, and admonished them to go home 
determined to so deport themselves dur- 
ing their holidays us to bring joy to the 
hearts of parents and home circle, and, if 
spared, to resume their school work more 
than over resolved to excel in everything 
that was good and praiseworthy. He re- 
ferred to the inroads death had made dur- 
ing the past term. Some of them had 
lost playmates. This should have its les- 
son to every boy and girl, teaching them 
that they are not- too young to die. and, 
consequently, not too young to prepare 
for an oveut which must sooner or Inter 
happen to all. He heartily wished that, 
all would enjoy their holiday, and be 
spared to return to their work with im- 
proved health and renewed vigor. 

Rov. Mr. McLeod delivered an able 
and encouraging address to the pupils, 
and expressed the gratification it gave 
him to witness the closing exorcises, which 
were a surprise as well as a pleasure to 
him. 

V on. A rchdeacou Scriven advised the boys 
to play as hard as they had worked, and 
to spend their holidays not in propping 
up the street, corners, but in cricket, base- 
ball, otc, and the girls in Homo hoalthy 
amusements which would strengthen 
t hem for tho work of the coming term. 

Mayor Grant, who is suffering from a 
severe cold, also ade'rosaed a few congrat- 
ulatory remarks to tho gathering, but was 
very brief owing to the downpour of rain. 
However, in the short address he made, 
he did not fail to express the gratification 
ho felt at the interesting programme pre- 
sented, and the presence of so many 
pleasant faces. 

The exercises came to a close by tho 
pupils giving throe rousing cheers for the 
teachers. 

Other gentlemen present would have 
addressed the assemblage, but they felt it 
was not desirable to prolong tho event on 
account of tho rain.

To the EniToit.— For sonic weeks a 
rumor of an important political change 
which gravely ali'octs this constituency 
has been in circulation. At first, slight 
credence was attached to it, by reason of 
its extreme improbability; but as time has 
waxed tho rumor has gained substance 
and to-day 1 am told, oil what seems to 
be unimpeachable authority, that the im- 
probable is about to occur — that Victoria 
city is again to be tho theatre of political 
agitation as the result of the abandon- 
ment of his seat by our senior member, 
Mr. Baker, who has been ottered and has 
accepted Mr. Macdonald's seat in the 
Senate ; the latter gentleman having been 
made collector of customs vice Mr. Htltn- 
ley, resigned. 

Less than half a year has elapsed 
since a vacancy in this same representa- 
tion was created by a similar proceeding 
of doubtful political morality, in the ap- 
pointment ofMr. Shakespeare, hiteM.P., 
to the position of postmaster, vacated by 
Mr. Wallace, who was superannuated, 
very much against his will, although he 
was in full possession of all his faculties 
and in the enjoyment of vigorous health. 

When Messrs. Baker and Shakespeare 
came before their constituents some fif- 
teen months; agqi what man of the many 
who gave them their support imagined, 
or would have believed if they had been 
told, that both were after office, and that 
1 hoy would upon the very first opportun- 
ity resign their seats and con- 
demn their faithful ami tried 
supporters to tlm worry, annoyance, ex- 
pense and uncertainty of another contest? 

I am sorry to say that, a condition of 
affairs that would have staggered belief in 
the spring of 1887 has become a certainty 
in the summer of 188K. Now, sir, I ask 
in all seriousness, whether the people of 
this city will submit without a strong pro- 
test to see tho men whom they chose to 
represent them at Ottawa for pivk years 
use their positions to advance their own 
ends 1 Are they prepared to see a gen- 
tleman of large experience, unimpeach- 
able character, and in the full 
Hush of vigorous manhood placed 
i'ii the retired list for the pur- 
pose <>f opening a way for Mr. Baker to 
t he Senate and for Mr. Macdoriald to a 
comfortable bHM, of tho duties of which 
the last named can scarcely be expected to 
have the slightest knowledge, not having 
been engaged in trade for the past 30 
years I 

In the contest of 1887 the main argu- 
ment advanced in favor of Messrs. Baker 
and Shakespeare, next to their being Con- 
servatives, was their experience. I ronibm- 
ber, Mr. Editor, that 1 was struck with 
the tone of ono of your editorials in which 
you asked if the constituency whs. about 
to commit, the folly of returning two 
greenhorns — men who had had no experi- 
ence in legislation and, consequently, 
could not "work the oracle" at Ottawa — 
in place of men like Baker and 
Shakespeare who had "been there" 
and knew just how, when and 
where to do the most good for their 
constituents. Well, the duo of "experi 
enced " candidates was elected, and what 
do we find now ? Ono of the pair has 
already retired (and the other is about to 
do so) from the representation to make 
way for inexperienced men or greenhorns 
at legislation. 

1 claim that Mr. Baker owes it as a 
solemn duty to his constituents to retain 
bis seat until the expiration of tho teun 
for which ho was elected, or until 
the present House shall have been dis- 
solved. In writing thus I know that I 
voice the sentiment of a very largo 
majority of the electorate If Mr. Baker 
should have doubts on this point I invite 
him to convene a public meeting and con- 
sult tho people who supported him at tho 
last election. He will then havo an oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining what popular senti- 
ment on this and the previous political 
juggle really is. Ponding further dis- 
closures 1 would counsel tho people to be 
on their guard and to refuse to sanction 
another vacancy in the representation in 
furtherance of the ambitious designs of 
Messrs. Baker and Macdonald.

MEETING AT CEDAR HILL. 

A meeting of the electors was held at 
Cedar Hill school house lust evening, 
which was attended by about 70 of the 
settlers of tho district. The meeting was 
called to order shortly after 8 o'clock, 
Mr. John Irvine being appointed to the 
chair. 

The meeting was tirst addressed by Mr. 
Mcllmoyl, who went over the sumo ground 
as on former occasions, failing to bring 
forward any now arguments. He was 
patiently listened to, and after reeling off 
his customary attack upon tho govern- 
ment he subsided. 

Mr. .lames Tolmie next addressed the 
meeting, explaining his views on tho dil- 
ferent questions raised by tho previous 
speaker. He proved that the school 
amendment act was a bonelit instead of 
an injury to tho districts, and instead of it 
being tho entering of the thin edge of the 
wedge towards breaking up tho school 
system of the province, it would be 
the means of relieving the district of part 
of the burthen, would make the city 
schools more self-supporting, as far us the 
province was concerned, and leave more 
money to be expended in the district than 
formerly. The amount secured from the 
city now more than supported the High 
School. He proved that Mr. Mcllmoyl, 
when a representative of the district, had 
made no opposition to tho act making 
faxes delinquent in March, which was in- 
troduced by his party and was a real 
hardship upon the fanners, as in addi- 
tion to 25 per cent, being added and 18 
per cent, interest afterwards on tho 
amount due, the tax fell due in the most 
inconvenient time of tho year when, as 
was woll known, every formal' needed all 
bis money to get in his spring crops. Mr. 
Mcllmoyl had also failed to oppose the 
measure relieving municipalities from pay- 
ing provincial taxes on real estate, 
thereby placing a greater burden on 
the districts. He (Mr. Tolmie) again 
touched upon the million dollar loan, and 
said, if elected, he would use his best 
energies on bohulf of the district. (Cheers.) 

Mr. G. W. Anderson waa tho next 
speaker, and ho thoroughly explained all 
the questions, touched upon by Mr, Mc- 
llmoyl, in a concise and straightforward 
way which carried conviction to his 
hearers. Ho occupied tho attention of 
the electors for upwards of half an hour, 
being frequently applauded; 

Mr. Sluggeti aired his grievances about 
his fences, his speech boing of interest only 
bo himself. Instead of singing the 43rd 
psalin, lift tried to tell an amusing story 
about an Irishman with two wives j but 
his forte being psalm-singing, and not 
story-telling, tho attempt was a failure. 

There being no further speakers, a 
vote of thanks to the chairman brought 
the meeting tu a close.

The Star, Mr. Thos. Power O'Connor's

'foundation in the rumor to the effect that 
Mr. Balfour was about to resign the chief 
secretaryship of Ireland. According the 
iS/<//-, after tho government sustained the 
defeat ol the election at Ayr, Lord Salis- 
bury approached Lord Randolph Church- 
ill on the subject of his accepting the 
portfolio held by Mr. Balfour. Negotia- 
tions were then initiated, and silica have 
been perfected on Lord Randolph's own 
terms. The arrangement us made was 
that Churchill should bo Irish secretary 
at the end of the present session, Mr. Bal- 
four continuing till then, and after that to 
receive some other portfolio. It was a fur- 
ther part of their plan, sayB the Star, that 
Mr. W. H. Smith should resign the 
leadership of the commons in favor of 
Goshen, Mr. Smith going to the Lords as 
a reward of his labors, and later on the 
leadership of the house was to revert to 
Lord Churchill. 

The Morlvy BesalBlloa. 

The Tory debate on Morley's resolution 
of censuro on tho government waa re- 
sumed to-day. Win. O'Brien made a 
speech in which he arraigned tho govern- 
ment in the strongest terms. He referred 
to the imprisonment of Mr. Dillon as an 
outrage and finally denounced those 
charged with the immediate government 
of I reland. 

Morlry'a Motion Defeated. 

In the House of Commons to-day, in the 
debate on Mr. Morley's resolution censur- 
ing the government for the administration 
of the Crimes Act in Ireland, Henry Chap- 
lin defended the government. He said it 
might suit some to forget who was 
responsible for the sufferings of the peo- 
ple under the rule of the national league, 
but everybody knew one man who more 
than tho others was responsible for the 
atrocities of the league. That man was 
Gladstone, who might have forgotten what 
words he had used about tho Parnellite 
chiefs, but if he had forgotten, it would 
not be attributed to loss of memory 
through the infirmities of age. 

Gladstone replied to Chaplin that, how- 
ever much affected h« might be by the 
loss of memory through infirmities, he 
hoped sometimes at least to be able to 
cope with antagonists of Chaplin's calibre. 
"What," he asked, " is more significant 
about the state of Ireland than that nine- 
teen members of the commons have been 
sent to prison. 1 venture to say that if 
these members went to their constituents 
for vindication they would all be returned 
by larger majorities than before, if only 
because they are sufferers of the wrong 
doing of the government." 

Aftor some furthor debate the division 
was taken, and the resolution rejected by 
a vote of 'Ml to 273. 

In the course of his remarks, Gladstone 
said that it was the strong irony of fate 
that John Dillon should be lectured 
legally by Col. Saunders, a man who had 
threatened, if parliament passed certain 
laws, that he would counsel violent rebist- 
ence to them. Gladstone declared that 
tho Killeagh case was as scandalous as 
any in the days of Judge Jeffries. 

Balfour taunted Gladstone witli ab- 
staining from making the accusation 
against the government that he made to 
popular audiences. Referring to Dillon 
Balfour declared that the Wholan murder 
was distinctly traceable as resulting from 
a speech Dillon made to the effect that he 
would not tolerate Lord Grobbins. 

When tho vote waa announced the con- 
servatives broke into prolonged cheering.

General Lord Wolseley, testifying be- 
fore the army commission t.j-day, esti- 
mated that out of one hundred and forty 
generals of the British army, sixty-eight, 
of this number mo not employed in the 
army at all.

This morning, however, when 
the bank's vault was opened, it was dis- 
covered that practically all the securities 
and cash it had contained had disap- 
peared. His accounts were found to be 
involved and experts were immediately 
put upon the books to dicover the exact 
amount of the theft. The kink officers 
claim the exact amount of negotiable se- 
curities, including cash, which Pitcher 
has taken will not exceed $50,- 
000. The Bank suspended payments 
as soon aa the defalcation was discovered. 
Cashier Johnson says that depositors will 
get all their money, if they are but con- 
tent to wait till the affairs are straight- 
ened out. Pitcher is 44 years of age and 
married. His wife, who has been an in- 
valid for years, received' a note from bar 
husband on Saturday, saying he was go- 
ing into the country for a few days. It is 
presumed he has gone to Canada.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL.

In equip- 
ping themselves for the battle of life thoy 
have material at hand which was denied 
their fathers, for the march of intellectual 
progress has been a marked feature of 
this latter quarter of the nineteenth cen 
tury. That " there is no royal road to 
learning " is a trite saying. It is an ardu 
ous journey, abounding in difticul 
ties, but the earnest seeker can 
always surmount these if he tries 
It must be remembered that difficult 
things are, in fact, the only things worth 
doing, and they are done by a determined 
will and a strong hand. In the world of 
action will is power ; persistent will, with 
circumstances not altogether unfavorable, 
is victory ; nay, in the face of circum- 
stances altogether unfavorable, persist- 
ency will carve out a way to unexpected 
success. We should advise the young 
people, during the vacation, to read the 
life of Frederick the Great, of Prussia, if 
they wish to understand all that this 
means. But beyond doing such pleasant 
reading as this, 've make no demands on 
their time. Rather, with the Ven. Arch- 
deacon Scriven wo would have them give 
full fling to their playful longings. They 
should forget school for the time, and oi 
the cricket ground, by the river, where 
ever honest sport can bo had, enjoy ti 
the full those lovely summer days. Whet 
they grow older thoy will look back lov 
ingly, aye, and longingly, to the but too 
fleeting momenta of this time. "The end 
crowns the work," and the examinations 
just concluded have proven a worthy 
completion to a year's studious toil. 



HANU1NG ABOLISHED. 

Last year the various methods of capi- 
tal punishment wc-iw inquired into in Now 
York State, and correspondence hud with 
a host of judges, sheriffs and oMiers, a 
large majority of whom recommended the 
abolition of the gallows, and the substitu- 
tion of death by Electric shock. Acting 
upon this testimony, and some scientific 
opinions obtained, the State legislature 
passed aiv act providing for execution by 
electricity, G«werh<jr Mill has sanctioned 
the measure which lias now become the 
law of the State. The new method is 
recommended on grounds of humanity, 
being absolutely instantaneous, and con- 
sequently painless. It may also be hoped 
to rid the executions of the revolting fea- 
tures too often connected with death by 
Dunging. Unfortunately it cannot he very 
long in a large aud populous state like 
New York before the now method must 
be tried. There ai:u a number of murder- 
ers under sentence of death now awaiting 
execution. An enterprising New York 
journal haH inquired of them us to their 
preferences, and their answers are unan- 
imously in imavoi the new method, The 
reasons given by those unfortunates were 
that death by electric shock would bo in- 
etanteneoua and also Iobb disgraceful and 
disfiguring than by hanging. It may be 
that cluiae features, thus approved by the 
murderers lhem*el»\e*, will not be found 
mo satisfactory to society. If the terrors 
of the execution are quite leuioyed the 
deterrent ojflbct which capital punishment 
lis intended to liavo upon the criminal 
class may be in a large measure lost. If 
ithe abolition of capital punishment leads 
to Multiplied murders, may uot painless 



At a recent political meeting the in adja- 
cent district Mr. Mcllmoyl is reported to 
have energetically combatted a statement 
made by Mr. Tolmie that he (Mcllmoyl) 
had voted to relieve cities of taxation 
and to raise the impost on districts for 
governmental purposes by a species of 
discreditable legerdomuin, in the case of 
delinquency, 43 per cent. He urged at 
the mooting that no division was had on 
the measure, and taking advantage of the 
fact, said that he had not voted for the 
bill. It is true that no division was had; 
but the Opposition candidate cannot pro- 
duce a single line in a newspaper of the 
day or the journals of the session of 1879 
to show that he opposed the meas- 
ure. On the contrary, wo happen 
to know that he not only did 
not oppose the bill, but voted for it — nay, 
more, that after its passage ho continued 
to support the government at whose in- 
stigation the bill was passed, until the 
death of the House— when his indignant 
fellow-electors politically scalped him. 
Yesterday we exposed the fallacious state- 
ment of the same candidate, that proper- 
ty is over-taxed to the extent of depopu- 
lating the farming districts and showed 
that he of all men hud the least reason to 
complain of being over-taxed, since he 
draws annually from the treasury a sum 
#130 in excess of the paltry amount he 
pays into it. At the same meeting Mr. 
Mcllmoyl sought to convince his hearers 
that the burrowing of $1,000,000 for pub- 
lic improvements was equivalent to tying 
a millstone around the necks of the people, 
from which they would not be freed for 
many years to come. It is remembered 
that when Mr. Mcllmoyl stood for the 
first time he favored a loan for 
a similar amount for the same 
object for whicli the late loan wus ob- 
tained — the prosecution of public works. 
But there is a striking difference in the 
personnel of the lenders. The parties who 
advanced the loan that Mcllmoyl favored 
were the Dominion government, who at 
the time owed the province about $100, 
000,000 in the form of an overland rail- 
way, as stipulated in the terms of union, 
— and in the construction of which they 
had made default. The acceptance of 
this large sum by the debtors of the pro- 
vince placed the province entirely in the 
hands of the Dominion ; and instead of 
the railway being finished in ten years, 
as agreed, it was not completed until live 
years later, successive governments toy- 
ing with the scheme until the angry re- 
monstrances of British Columbia threat- 
ened the permanency of the empire. Had 
the country remained foot and hand 
free by refusing to accept a finan* 
cial favor at the hands of the Domin- 
ion, there is reason to believe that 
the terms of union would have been 
kept to the letter instead of being vio- 
lated almost from the start. The loan to 
which Mr. Mcllmoyl objects was floated 
in London, on terniB as favorable 
as were ever obtained by any 
province or colony, and without a federal 
guarantee. The money is being expend- 
ed mostly in country districts (like Vic- 
toria) where roadB, bridges and schools 
are urgently needed. It is no secret 
that since the completion of the railway 
population has poured in at a rate faster 
than the ordinary revenue could provide 
for. As hitherto unoccupied landB are 
settled easy means of communication and 
oducational facilities became necessary. It 
is to provide for these sudden but very 
proper demands that the loan was flouted. 
Docs Mr. Mcllmoyl object to the imme- 
diate and judicious expenditure of $1,- 
000,000 on public works ? Or would he 
have the country stand still un- 
til the ordinary revenue shall have 
reached proportions that will enable 
improvements to bo made without resort- 
ing to a loan I Delay now would be 
equivalent to starving out scores of val- 
uable settlers; and wo are surprised to 
find that the Mr. Mcllmoyl of 1888 is a 
lest progressive and sensible person than 
the Mr. Mcllmoyl of 1874. Fourteen 
years ago the Opposition candidate want- 
ed money spent so badly that he assisted 
to put the province in the jaws of the 
Dominion lion by borrowing money from 
it. Now, lie weeps ajid will not be com- 
forted because the government in accord- 
ance with th eir progressive policy haye 
raised 81,000,000 at 4 per cent, in Lon- 
don, We confess to a feeling of sincere 
gratification that there is not the slightest 
prospect of Mr. Mcllmoyl, who seems to 
he passing through a sort of mental eclipse, 
being selected to represent the important 
constituency of Victoria District. No man 
with his peculiar ideas on taxation, loans 
and public improvements, should be per- 
mitted to represent a body of enlightened 
electors, The district wants bright, not 
stupid, men to guard ita interests. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The phrase "dark horse" owes its ori- 
gin to|Lord Beaconsfield. J t occurred in 
his "Young Duke," in this paragraph: 
"The first favorite was never hoard of, 
the second favorite was never seen after 
the distance pout, all the ten-to-ones were 
in the rear, and a dark horse which had 
never been thought of rushed past the 
grand stand in sweeping triumph." 

The very many friends of Mr. Murray 
Dudd, ex-M.P. for Cape Breton county, 
will be pleased to hear that he has been 
appointed to die county c<mrt judgship, 
rendered vacmt by the superannuation 
of .Judge T remain, who has tilled the posi- 
tion since 1870. Judge Dodd comus of a 
good English family. His grandfather, 
Hon. Archibald Charles Dodd, went to 
Cape Breton in I78(f, and was shortly 
after appointed President of tjw Council 
of the Island of Capo Breton, which was 
not then united to Nova Scotia. Subse- 
quently he was appointed Chief Justice, 
and as such administered the government 
of the island for a abort period. His 
honor is yet a young man, having been 
born in 1843. Ho vas educated at Sydney 
and Sackvillo College, N.B., and was 
called to tlte bar in .Dttio. lie was tout- 



ed at the general election of 1882, but was 
not again a candidate at the last general 
ulection. Mr. Dodd was tlio Conservative 
whip of the Maritime Provinces for sever- 
al years, and as such was extremely pop- 
ular with niembors on both sidos of the 
House.

UUiicil from Beets Grown at Ladner's 
Landing;. 

Mayor Oppenheimer, of Vancouver, has 
sent out a quantity of boot root seed to 
the fanners in Westminster district for 
the purpose of discovering tho capabilities 
of the soil for beet-root cull ore, probably 
with the idea of making an endeavor t 
secure the establishment of a refinery at 
the Terminal City. The experiment is 
not a new one, for in 1K8IS a quantity of 
sugar beet root seeds were sown by the 
Messrs. Ladner at their farm at Ladder's 
Landing and forwarded to the Standard 
Sugar Refinery at Alvarado, Cal., for an- 
alysis. The hitter of Mr. Edward F. 
Dyer, superintendent of tho refinery-; will 
fully explain the results then secured. 
Its publication will assist those farmers 
who are now. making a test of beetroot 
culture, in its proper cultivation:

Messrs. Welch S: Co., San Francisco. Uent lu- 
men: Enclosed please llud report of analysis 
o( sugar beets, being sample taken from 24 bays 
of beets, from British Columbia, sent to us by 
you, Tor analysis. 

I also enclose a copy of a report showing tho 
analysis of beets used in sixteen representative 
German factories. .So you may see the com- 
parative value of your beets. 

The German analysis I have taken from a re 
port compiled annually by that government, 
and may be relied upon as being correct. I 
will also add the daily analysis of our beets for 
last month. 

Vou will observe that although your beets do 
not bear so high a sugar percentage us ours, 
that sample 3 compares quite favorably with 
them; and that they are fully up to the analysis 
of tlie sixteen Gorman Factories)

H onientoua Struggle While the fmuo Wu 
111 Suspense — Germany'* Victory. 

"The first action of the Franco-German 
war Which Emperor William witnessed 
was the colossal struggle of Gravelotte. 
While Prince Frederick with the Third 
army corps was striking hard at the 
French right f rom Verueville to St. Marle- 
au-Chene, King William remained all day 
with the first army, which Steinmetz was 
burling against the French left, holding 
the woods and hare, sloping plateau of 
Stubert. Lute in the afternoon the fierce- 
ness of the fighting and uncertainty of the 
Issue drew William right up to the edge of 
the ravine between Gravelotte and the 
plateau of St uliert. There he sat among 
the soldiers, mounted on his black horse, 
watching the tierce and all but futile ef- 
forts made by the stout infantrymen of 
Vou Qoben and Uluinper to make head 
against the hurricane of fire with which 
the French swept tho smooth, sloping 
glacis which the expanse of the plateau 
afforded. 

"All of a sudden there ran through the 
German combatants out In the pandemo- 
nium of slaughter over against us a spasm 
of panic, Unit impulse to which, In the 
strain of excitement, the best troops are 
liable. Panic, like the tire on a prairie, 
ran back across the ravine and caused a 
momentary sauvequl pent among the un- 
engaged troops about the king. Shells 
came crushing into the dislocated ranks 
and for u moment an outburst of disorder 
had sway. William was borne back in 
the pressure, remonstrating vehemently 
with uplifted voice and flat of sword. 
Bismarck was said to have got out astride 
a gun, and the royal stair was temporarily 
broken up. The panic was over in a few 
minutes and order restored, but the 
French had strengthened their grip on the 
plateau. 

"The Issue of the battle was still in 
suspense when, under the last rays of the 
setting sun, the last reserve of Germans, 
the Second corps, came up at a double to 
the brink of the ravine. In the lurid 
glare of the blazing village. King William 
stood by the wayside and greeted his 
stalwart Pomeranians. High over the 
bicker of drums, the blare of bugles and 
the crash of caution, rose an eager burst 
of cheering as the soldiers greeted their 
soldier soverlgn, and then followed their 
chiefs down into the full depths of the 
terrible chasm, 

"The crisis was dreadful. 

"As we watched the issue in a sort of 
spasm of somber silence, the king sat 
with bis back against a wall on a plank, 
one end of which rested on a shattered 
gun carriage, the other on a dead horse. 

"Bismarck, with an elaborate assump- 
tion of indifference, made a pretense to be 

iding letters. 

"The roar of close battle swelled and 
deepened till the very ground trembled 
beneath us. 

"Night fell like a pall, but the blnzo of 
the adjacent conflagration lit up the 
anxious group there by the churchyard 
wall. From out of u medley of broken 
troops on the glittering slope in front 
came suddenly a great shout which grew 
in volume as it rolled nearer. Hoofs of 
galloping horses rattled on the causeway. 

"A moment later Field Marshal Von 
Moltke, his* face for once quivering with 
excitement, sprang from the saddle and, 
rushing toward the king, cried out: 

'"It is good for us! We have won the 
idateau and victory is with your ma- 
jesty.' 

"The king sprang to his feet, saying: 
'God be thanked!' 

"Bismarck, with a deep sigh of relief, 
crushed bis letters In the hollow of 
his hand, and with a simultaneous 
hurrah greeted the glad tidings. A sutler 
who chanced to hear improved the occa- 
sion in a practical, quleyivay. He brought 
up a wine barrel anek^!»;>ensed its con- 
tents King Williai,fl|. ik a hearty drink 
of the red wine out oi ii cracked tumbler, 
giving the 'German Army' for his toast."

The Naurs of Holland. 

In some provinces in Holland there are 
llll'ge tracts of heath ami moorland, which 
at | resent have no value whatever, 
although once covered with dense 
forests. An effort is now being made to 
utilize these moors, and f-sveral land 
owners have combined to form a company, 
whose object it will be to attempt a 
gradual fertilization of the soil by replant- 
ing trees. How much good such an enter- 
prise ran work under careful manage- 
ment i-- shown by a similar undertaking 
in Denmark, which has been in existence 
for the last quarter of a century. The 
Danish society for the fertilization of 
iieal lis and moors, chiefly by forestatlon, 
ha- now some 4,000 members, among 
whom may be found the principal agri- 
culturists of the kingdom, It enjoys large 
subsidies Irom the< government and from 
the agricultural societies, so that it has 
been enabled to start some 400 "conces- 
sions" or plantations in different parts of 
Denmark. In the. Netherlands It is pro- 
posed to work the scheme upon similar 
lines. — Huston X'lanscript. 
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The customs of the "black fellows" of 
the Australian bush in their wild state 
are not uninteresting. Their grand dance 
or corraberee. performed on occasions of 
great state, such as a victory over an 
enemy, or to appease an angered deity, 
for they have crude notions of a Supreme 
Being, Is a weird and ghostly spectacle.

Trustee Hayward stated that he had 
received from the late secretary, Mr.

Trustee Heisterman thought a com- 
mittee should be appointed to look after 
the requirements of the various schools 
so that timely representations can be 
made to the education department. He 
moved to that effect when Chairman Hay- 
ward, Secretary Wolfenden and Trustee 

eistcrman were elected as a committee 
■ seo into the matter. 

Trustee Morrison moved that a fee of 
§5 per month be charged all non-resi- 
dent pupils attending the h'tgh school. In 
support of his motion he quoted clause 2 
section 10 of tho School Act, 1888, and 
stated that several children who live at 
Cadboro Bay, Cedar Hill and Esquinialt 
were attending the high school. 

Trustee Heisterinan thought the matter 
should bo laid over until the mayor takes 
the chair on J uly 1st. 

Trustee Wolfenden thought the matter 
required careful consideration. 

Trustee Ferguson said the board had no 
power to discriminate between resident 
and non-resident pupils. 

Trustee Morrison agreed to lay the 
matter over until next meeting. 

Secret-try Wolfenden moved that the 
resolution adopted March loth, 1887, re- 
garding the dismissal of every teacher on 
the !ilst July bp rescinded. He thought 
that a cowardly way of getting rid of a 
teacher. 

Trustee Heisterman said there was no 
intention of dismissing the teachers. He 
thou explained the nature of tho resolution. 

Secretary Wolfenden said that the reso- 
lution should bo rescinded as it was a 
very inconvenient one, Every teacher 
was in fear at the end of the year that he 
or she would be dismissed. 

Trustee Ferguson said ho had been a 
school teacher once and knew what it was 
to think ;tt the end of tho year that he 
would be dismissed. There are two sides 
to the question and he thought that the 
matter of re-electing the teachers should 
bo loft until the meeting prior to the gen- 
eral meeting. Ho thought, though, that 
the resolution should bo written oil the 
books. Ho was not ill favor of advertis- 
ing for applicants as was dune on a pre- 
vious occasion. 

Dr. Morrison seconded the motion, 

Trustee Ferguson moved in amend- 
ment, aocDiiiJfid by Trustee Heisterman, 
that all teachers be engaged for one year, 
and that one mouth's notice be given to 
teachers whoso duties have proved im- 
tatjsfactory. 

Secretary Wolfenden thought tho 
amendment would have tho Maine ell'cct 
as the original resolution, which should 
bu wiped out. 

Trustee Ferguson said he would with- 
draw his amendment and bring it up n» a 
resolution a& 'soni) fcs Secretary Wulfen- 
don's motion was put. Tim chairman put 
the motion, which was carried. Tho trus- 
tee then introduced his resolution, and 
added lo it, " that it take the place of tho 
one rescinded," 

The motion wn.i put, and Trustees 
Morrison, Ferguson, and Heisterinan 
voted for it. Some dispute arose, and 
the chairman put the motion again, when 
the vote rosullcil ill a tie, Trustee Mor- 
rison voting against it, Tlu< pliajrpjan 
voting against it the motion was lost, 

Tho mooting then adjourned at 9:40 
o'clock.
